HE Plates I have the honour to lay before you, are taken from four of 

the Drawings, which I made about four years ſince, by the command of 
His Majeſty the King of Denmark, my Gracious and Royal Maſter, from ſome 
of the remains of antiquity, that are {till found diſpers d, almoſt all over the king- 
dom of Egypt. 

AND as theſe may poſlibly be of uſe to illuſtrate ſome paſſages in antient au- 
thors, who have taken notice of the Statue of Memnon; I have ſubjoined moſt 
of thoſe paſſages, to which I have added, what I have met with in modern books 
alſo, relating to the ſame ſubject ; together with an extract from my own jour- 
nal, of what I obſervd on the ſpot, and wrote down there immediately after I 
had taken the drawings, for the more ready underſtanding the ſame. 

I PRESENT them to you, Gentlemen, as to perſons of the moſt extenſive know- 
ledge and learning, thereby qualified to judge of all works of antiquity, to com- 


pare one with another the diverſe writings of the antients, and to correct the

ſeveral errors and unaccuracies, to which they, as well as the moderns may have 
been. ſubject. 

I Lay claim my ſelf to no erudition, and deſire you will only look upon 
what I ſay, as the report of a faithful traveller, and of one who pretends 
to no more, than having ſeen with ſome care, and related honeſtly what he 
has ſeen. 

THE three firſt Drawings were executed upon, the place juſt as you ſee them : 
I have not fince been willing ſo much as to finiſh them; much leſs would I 
have ventured to add any thing by way of ornament or imbelliſhment. The 
laſt Drawing which exhibits the plan, was made ſince I came away, but from the 
sketch and meaſures I took alſo upon the ſpot, when I was at Thebes. 

THE marycllous and the agteeable which frequently recommend works to 
the multitude, but which at the ſame time deſtroy the true fruit that ſhould 
be gathered from relations of this ſort, have always appeared to me unworthy 
of a traveller; and more particularly of one who treats of places ſo far diſtant, that 
it is very difficult for others to examine into the truth of his reports: for this 
reaſon, I am here deſirous to aſſure my readers, that in whatever I may hereafter 
have occaſion to publiſh of my obſervations on the places I have ſeen, it is my 
fixd reſolution to purſue no other rule, than that of delivering with truth and 
ſimplicity, ſuch accounts as I am able to give of thoſe places, and of the things 
I have there thought beſt deſerving to be taken notice of. 

Ir is upon this account only, that I have thought theſe few Drawings worthy 
to be laid before you: and I flatter my ſelf, Gentlemen, that you will accept 
them as a ſmall token of my fincere reſpet, and of my thankfulneſs for the 
honour you have been pleaſed to do me, in admitting me a member of your

Extract from my own Fournal, containing part of what paſſed 
on the 12th of December 1737, N. 8. being the 25th day ſince 
my departure from Grand Cairo. 


AST night about ſun-ſet, we had made faſt on the weſtern ſhore of the 
Nile, over againſt Luxorene, accounted diſtant from Cairo, 135 French 
leagues: and this morning at break of day, I got out to ſee if there were any 
remains of the ancient city of Thebes, yet to be met with on this ſide the 
river. I preſently perceived two Coloſſal Figures, which I at firſt took for thoſe 
deſcrib'd by S7rabo; tho I had ſoon after reaſon to believe the ſtatues mentioned 


by that Author, were others I afterwards met with. 


I THEN returned to the veſſel for my arms, and ſuch company as were wil- 
ling to go with me, which the Reys, or maſter of the veſſel, no ſooner per- 
ceived but he began to do all he could to prevent our deſign. He firſt would 
have frighted us with notions of danger, but when he ſaw no body attended 
to his repreſentations of that ſort, he had recourſe to his moſt preſſing argu- 
ment, which was ſwearing that if we all went on ſhore, he would go away 
with the boat, and Ilcave us to ſhift as we could. I had him told we had 
taken our reſolution, and that if he dard to leave us, we ſhould certainly be 
able to come up with him again, when he muſt expect to pay dearly for his 
inſolence. When this fail d, he began to pray and beg of us not to go for 
his ſake; for, ſaid he, if you are ſo happy as to eſcape, you will however 
expoſe me to the utmoſt danger, for if I am ever forced to land here again, 

I ſhall certainly be murder'd for having brought you hither, from whence 
the inhabitants will be aflurd you have carried off the hidden treaſures. 
I had before heard ſo much of this ſort of ſtuff, as to be very little moved by 
it; beſides that I grew ſolicitous to ſet out, that I might have the more time 
on ſhore. My Jani ſary allo, who thought himſelf more privileged to talk than 
the reſt, ſeemed pleaſed with my reſolution, began to threaten and talk big to 
the Reys, and preſently jump'd on ſhore with me; the reſt of the company and 
my ſervants immediately followed. We trayersd the plain, directing our fteps 


towards the two Coloſlal Figures, which were not above a league off, if we cou d 


have gone directly to them; but we found the grounds ſo divided by channels, 
| B and 
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and ſo covered with Turkiſh corn, and were forced to take ſo many turns, that 
three hours were ſpent, before I got near enough to the ſtatues to take my firſt 
Drawing of them. As ſoon as I had finiſhd that, I came up to them as near as 
was neceſſary to draw the Hieroglyphical Figures that are cut on one ſide of the 
ſtone, upon which one of the Coloſſal Statues is repreſented as fitting, and I at 
the ſame time copied ſome of the Latin Inſcriptions, and one of the Greek ones, 
with which the legs and part of the breaſts of both the Figures arc almoſt cover'd. 


WHEN we firſt came on ſhore we ſaw nobody, either neat or at a diftance ; 
but I had not finiſh'd my firſt Drawing when we were already ſurrounded with 
above fifty Arabs, who, at firſt only ſaluted us, and ſeemed under ſome ſurpriſe ; 
but were moſt of all troubleſome tome with their curioſity to find what I was doing. 
When they had paſſed about half an hour in this manner, they began to ask for 
the Backſich, that is for money, as all the Arabs ordinarily do: we thought it 
neceſſary to refuſe them, as the complying might only have drawn on greater 
inconveniencies. They then grew very noiſy and inſolent, whilſt J follow'd my 
Drawing as cloſe as I could; leaving the Reverend Father Miſſionaries to appeaſe 
them, and the ſervants to cavil as well as they were able, while the Janiſary, who 
had a loud voice and a heavy ſtaff, ſupported me by his bawling and threats, tak- 
ing care however not really to ſtrike any of the people he was wrangling with. 
I mcaſurcd as far as I could reach of the Coloſſal Figures with a pole, and gather- 
ed their whole heights by their ſhadows. While I was here, arrived a man on 
horſeback, preceded by another carrying a long pike, to whom the Arabs gave the 
title of Sheik Arab; he came up with a ſtern countenance, and asked the Jew 
ſervant what we did here, and who had given us leave. The Few, who was as 
inſolent as himſelf, returned a rough anſwer, asking by what authority he en- 
quired; and one word drawing on another, things went ſo high, that the Sherk 
declared if we did not go off inſtantly, he would drive us away by force: upon 
which the Janiſary went up to him, and told him, as in confidence, that he ſhould 
be careful what he did, ſince we were ſo well provided with fire-arms, and ſo 
good at the uſe of them, that any ſuch attempt might happen to coſt him his life. 
This diſcourſe ſeemed to have its effect, and the Sheik was ſome time ſilent; he 
| nevertheleſs preſently returned to the charge, and threatned, that if we did not 
retire, he would burn our boat, and plunder all that was in it. The Zani/ary ſtill 
perſiſted in his threats, and finding the other not ſo reſolute as he would have 
appeared, ent on ſwearing in a terrible manner, that if he attempted the leaſt 
inſult, himſelf would be the man ſhould kill him like a dog. At this the Sheik 


ſeemed to ſmile, but wiſh'd us a good day, and went off with all the people after him, 
leaving

leaving us however in ſome uncertainty, if he was not gone to the boat, or to lie 
in wait for us at our return; tho in the main very well pleaſed to be rid of ſo 
troubleſome a company. I had in the mean time finiſh d my meaſures of the two 
Great Statues, after which we went on towards the ruins that lic to the north of the 
figures, of which I alſo made the general Drawing, and took ſuch dimenſions as 
I thought neceſſary for the laying down the Plan, &c. | 


Remarks, which I made, and wrote down on the Place, for the 
better underſtanding of the Drawings. | 


The Firſt PLATE. 
BOUT a league from the weſtern ſhore of the Nile, where the plain be- 
gins to riſe with dry burning ſand, which ſlopes upward for a quarter of a 
league further weſt, to the foot of the mountains, dividing Egypt from Lybia; 
are ſcituated the two ſitting Coloſſal Figures, mark d A and B. 


Thx x face to the eaſt, and northward from them at the diſtance of 200 pa- 
ces are the Ruins, and overturned Coloſlal Statues mark d C, D, E, E, G, H, I, of 
which more will be ſaid in the obſcryations on the third Plate. 


THE Nile paſſes eaſtward, and about half a league to the ſouthward are more 
Ruins both ancient and modern, the latter are call'd by the name of Medinet- 


Habou, and the former were part of the old city of Thebes. 


THE two great Coloflal Figures A and B, arc cach in height near 50 Da- 
| niſh feet, from the baſes of the pedeſtals to the top of the heads which mcaſure 
I determined from their ſhadows ; but as from the ſole of the foot of one of the 
figures to juſtbelow the knee, I found by my pole 15 feet; it ſhould follow, from 
the ordinary proportion of a man, that their height is about 52 fect with the 


THE almoſt cubical ſtones on which they ſit, are 15 fect in height, and as 
much in breadth, taking in the ac Figures that ſerve for ornaments at the two 


foremoſt corners of cach. Behind, thoſe ſtones arc a foot and a half higher. 
| B 2 | THE 


„ The Daniſh foot is larger than the Engliſh, in the proportion nearly of 103 to 100, 
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THE pedeſtals are 5 foot high, 36 and a half long, and 19 and a half wide. 
THE diſtance between the two Statues is 21 ordinary paces. 


THe Statues themſelves are made of ſeveral blocks of a ſandy ſort of ſtone, 
taken moſt probably from ſome of the Grotts, which appear very numerous in the 
ncighbouring mountains. 


THEIR breaſts and legs are covered with a vaſt number of Greek and Latin 
inſcriptions, gravd in the time of the Romans. 


THE ſeats or chairs on which they ſeem to fit, are covered behind and on each 


nde with Hieroglyphical Figures, which in their general diſpoſition are much 
alike, but differ in the particular compoſition of the characters. 


THESE ſeats, which appeared to me each of one piece, ſeem of the ſame ſort 
of ſtone as the Statues, though' ſomewhat more brown and hard. 


TRE two Lac Figures before mentioned, which finiſh the foremoſt corners 
of both ſeats, appeared to me much whiter and of a finer grain than the reſt; 
which might make one ſuſpect, that though adjuſted to the old Egyptian taſte, 
they may have been carved long ſince the bullding of the Coloſſal Statues them- 


ſelves. 


THE Pedeſtals are yet harder and browner than the ſeats, they are inſcribed 
with only one line of Hieroglyphicks, which has alſo been much defac'd by the | 


injury of time, and the violence that has been uſed. 


Fux bodies of the Coloſſal Figures have ſuffered nothing from the hand of 


man, and all disſigurd as they are, do not appear to have receivd a ſingle 
ſtroke; it is Time only that has defacd them and wore away their extreme 


Parts. | 
The Second PLATE 


Gives the part.cular Drawing of one ſide of the ſcat of the Coloſſal Figure 
markt A, in the former plate, ; 
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OF the Hicroglyphicks here repreſented, I have nothing to ſay, but that they 
are very neatly wrought and extremely well preſeryd ; they are hollow'd into 
the ſtone with a flat bottom, only the two figures which draw the knot arc 
workt in bas-relief, but in ſuch a manner that their higheſt parts are only rais'd 
to the ſame height as the ſmooth ſuperficies of the ſtone. I have already ſaid, 
that the other ſides of the ſeats are adorn'd in the ſame manner. 


THE ſmall figures in bas relief upon the towers, that the J/iac Statues above- 
mentioned carry on their heads, have not the appearance of Egyptian work, 
and are contrary to the reſt rais d above the ſurface of the ſtone. 


THE ſeveral Latin inſcriptions, and the Greek one, added to this plate, 
were copied from ſome of thoſe that are on the legs of the Coloſſus markt B, 


in the firſt Plate. 


As I copied theſe in great haſte, being willing to loſe as little time as I could 
from my drawing; I dare not anſwer for the greateſt exactneſs in them, and 
for the Greek one, being in a language I do not underſtand, I doubt whether it 
may be found intelligible. I choſe upon the whole rather to give them juſt as 

I took them, than to attempt the having them corrected. 


The Third PLATE 


REPRESENTS more at large, what was ſcen at a diſtance in the firſt, and 
under the letters C, D, E, G, H, and I. 


Tas beautiful remains of the ancient building at C, are only repreſented 
here from their ſituation, ſo cloſe to the other things I have now propos'd to 
give an idea of: for which reaſon, I omit any account of their fine diſpoſition 
and architecture, as well as of the hiſtorical and other figures, and hieroglyphicks 
hollowed out and painted upon the walls; what I took notice of relating to 
them, will be ſpecified ſome other time in another place. 


TEE Ruins markt D and E, I cannot paſs over, ſince one of the “ authors 
above quoted, ſeems to make mention of them in his account of Memnon's 


Temple.

EO —S . 
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Tux four pillars at D, are built of the above- mention d ſandy ſtone, and 
conſiſt of ſeveral pieces, as may be obſery'd in the Plate. Each pillar has be- 
fore it a ſort of + Terme with croſsd arms, and holding a kind of hook in his 
right hand; their heads have been broke off, only there ſtill remains part of 
the common Egyptian hcad-dreſs on the ſhoulders; the repreſentations of 
ſomewhat like clubs over where the heads were, I have nothing to ſay to, 
only that I aw ſuch there. 


THREE great blocks of ſtone cover theſe four pillars, and the whole is 
covered with hieroglyphicks, hollowed into the ſtones and painted: thoſe re- 
preſented in the Drawing are only to ſhew there are ſuch, for time did not al- 
low me to take the particulars exactly. 


Ar, E, are four other pillars equal to the former, and adorn'd in * 
manner; they face the others, and have behind them a wall now very 
ruinous, but which is yet partly joined to the Colonade by large flat ſtones 
on the top, ſo that there muſt formerly have been a walk there ſhaded from 
the ſun : and the Stone at D, which remains upon thoſe covering the firſt men- 
tion d four pillars, ſhows there was a like walk on that ſide alſo, : 


THe diſtance between the ſeveral pillars at D and at E, is too large to have 
been ever covered ; whence it appears, that if this was the place where ancient- 
ly rhe ſtatue of Memnon ſtood, it muſt have been exposd to the open air; 
which ſeems alſo moſt reaſonable, as it was hereby more capable of receiving the 
rays of the ſun, : 


Ar, G, there remains a broken Coloſſus, overturn d and half buried ; by 
what remains, it may be judg d to have been made ſitting, and in the ſame at- 
titude as thoſe at A and B in the firſt plate, All the upper part is wanting, 
and ſeems to me to have been thrown off by violence, of which marks ſtill re- 
main : it has been all of a piece, and is of black granite marble, which is the 


hardeſt ſort. 


NoTHING but the pedeſtal, whoſe baſe preſents it ſelf in the Drawing, ap. 
pears any ways preſervd, upon which alſo may be ſeen ſome hicroglyphicks of 
knives, half rounds, &c. Otherwiſe the figure is ſo mutilated and ſpoilt, that

+ Terminus. Hermes. 
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I could not take any exact meaſure, though to the beſt of my judgment, it muſt 
have been about twenty foot high, when it ſtood in its place. 


FRO M All theſe indications, this is what I take for the remains of the famous 
vocal Statue of Memnon, of which the ſeveral ancient authors above quoted 
have given their deſcriptions: But I leave the determination of the truth to thoſe 
that are more learned than my ſelf, if they ſhall think it worthy of their con- 


ſideration. 


I STRUCK the remains of this figure with a key, but being ſolid, it gave 
no other ſound than any other block of Granite that reſts firmly on the ground. 
The Sepulchral Cheſt in the firſt Pyramid, though it reſts on its whole baſe, 
yet ſounds like a bell: but it muſt be obſervd that that is hollow. Whether 
the ſtones of the wall of Megara, mention'd by Pauſanias, were of this, or 
any other ſort of ſtone, is not my buſineſs to enquire ; but certain it is, that 
this maſſy piece of a Coloſſus, as I have ſaid, would give no ſound in its preſent 


ſituation. 


Ar, H, is another Coloſſus of one ſingle piece of granite marble, but only 
of a middling height; it now lies on the face, and half buried in the ground: 
what appears, does not at all ſeem damaged, and the attitude is the ſame as that 
of the others, of which J have been ſpeaking. 


Ar, I, is a very fine Coloſſal Head of black Granite, dreſs'd after the Eg yptian 
manner. I meaſur'd it to be two foot long; the body muſt haye been loſt 
or coyerd by the ſand, for there now remains nothing viſible to which it 


could belong. 
The Fourth PLATE 


ExHIBITS the Plan of the Ruins of that part of ancient Thebes; repre: 
ſented in the preceding Drawings. 


A and B, are the two great Coloſlal Statues. 


Arx, C, are the Ruins of a Temple all cover'd with great ſtones, which are 
not here expreſſed, in order to ſhew the Columns that remain on the inſide, 
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Ar, Mare the other Pillars of like make, with the wall behind them.

Ar, H, lies the Coloſſus of granite marble, that is entire, but thrown down. 


Ar, G, lies the half of the great Coloſſus of black granite marble, throws 
down and much defac'd, which I take for the remains of the Vocal Statue, 


Ax, I, is the Coloſſal Head, mentioned in the forcgoing Plate. 
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Ax, D, are the Pillars with the Termes, above deſcrib'd in the third Plate- @.
